Wednesday cvening, 18th inst., 
in McKie.and Henderson’s office, 
the Gleichea Board of Trade met 
Professor KE liott, Superinten tent of 
C.P.LC. Co. Demonstration Farm, 
Stritimore, to hear his views and 
explanations on the Agricultural 
Ssiool to be held at Strathmore, 
dariig the week commencing Feb. 
6th. There was a large numer of 
the men wera present. 

Mr. T. H. Baaeh, President of 
the Boarl, was in the chair, and in 
a brief speseh introduced Professor 
E liott. 

Professor Kiliott explaine] that 
tho idea hal be:n originating in his 
min for some tims to hokl a prac- 
tical demonstration schoo! on agri- 
cu ture in all its branches, with the 
best teachers ant lecturers that the 
¢yitinent could produce. At first 
the ditfi:ulties seemed insurmount- 
able; but on approaching Mr. 
Peter.o", head of the C.P.I.C. Co., 
Calgary, that gentleman was in- 
stantly intereste | in the project and 
pro nised whatever financial assist- 
fice was nevessary. Prof, Hiliott 
then journeyed to Elmonton and 
there iuterviewel the Hon. Dancan 
Marshall, with the object of having 
the government co-operation in the 
scheme and securing part of the ap- 
propration set aside for agricul- 
tural edccation. ©The Hon. Mar- 
shall also promised cvery assistance 
in Lis power. ‘The encouragement 
that he received urged him to 
xreatere efforts. His desire was to 
lave the school thorough in every 
gletail_in the demonstration of the 
theories aud primeiplés” governing 
the points of growing and judging 
of grains anl fodder, horses, cattle, 
poultry, dairying, alfalfa, weeds, 
aud general farm methods. He 
wished to let the farmers, and all 
interested, know how to judge the 
quality of grain and why it was 
suitable for the requirements for 
which it was grown; how to judge 
horses and cattle) and the reason of 
he points given in each case; the 
the best system of raising anid dre s- 
ing pigs for the market; - alfalfa 
growing and its advantages as feed 
for stock; up-to-date farm methods;

J. Ostrander was chosen as Direetor 
for the constituency of Medicine 
Hat—which embraces the territory 
represented by the Dominion mem- 
ber. He was also clected to the 
Elevator committee, whose duties are 
tu correct the abuses the farmers 
have hitherto been subjected to, also 
to further the selling advantages by 
securing direct markets; the Seed 
Grain Committee, whose offices are 
to ail their less fortunate neighbors, 
who have sustained the Joss of last 
crop, and enable them to procure 
seed grain for the coming season. 
This committee will also supervise 
the distribution of the seed, and 
also inspect the grain to guard

DECISIVE ACTION TAKEN ON 
IMPORTANT QUESTIONS 


Farmers Will Not in Future Favor 
Supporting Candidates for Political 
Positions Uniess They Approve of 
Principles of U. F. A.—Gecretary 
Will Devote All His time to Work 
of United Farmers. 


Calgary.—The annual convention of 
the United Farmers of Alberta came 
to an end with the delegates feeling 
that they had taken decisive action 
on every question that had been 
brought before them in, the interest 
of the farmers. 

The convention unanimously and 
enthusiastically endorsed the resolu- 
tion of the Canadian Council of Agri- 
culture, as passed at a recent meet- 
ing of that body. The endorsement 
was embraced in the following reso- 
lution: 


“That this convention does heartily 
endorse the resolution adopted by the 
Canadian Council of Agriculture and 
presented to the Dominion govern-| 
ment on Dec. 16, 1910, and the dele- 
gates here assembled further reaffirm 
all of the principles laid down at 
that convention.” 

Warm discussion was arouse by 
a resolution that was introduced, that 
the farmers support only those candi- 
dates of provincial and Dominion 
legislature who pledge themselves to 
support the initiative, referendum} 
and recall, and who place in the} 
hands of the locals of the U. F. A. of} 
their various constituencies an un- 
dated, signed resignation, that is to be 
presented to the speaker of the house 
of which they are members, if so de- 
manded by 25 per cent. of the voters 
of the said constituency. 

E. J. Fream, secretary of the associ- 
ation, objected strongly to the parf of | 
the resolution following the words 
“initiative, referendum and recall.” 
He declared that it was straight boss-| 
ism to add the clause about resigna-

TO' REPEAL GRAIN ACT 


COMMISSION TO REGULATE THE 
HANDLING OF GRAIN 


Dominion Cabinet is Considering Pro- 
posed Legislation Respecting Term. 
inal Grain Elevators—Severe Pen- 
alties Will Be Provided for Parties 
Guiity of Mixing Grain—Peni- 
tentiary for Chief Officers, 


Ottawa.—A recent session of ‘the 
cabinet was entirely devoted to the 
consideration of proposed legislation 
respecting terminal grain elevators. 
No less than three draft bills were 
taken up and discussed without re- 
sult, and the entire subject matter 
was then referred back to the depart- 
ment with the instructions to~ draft 
& bill along the lines decided upon by 
the government at that meeting. The 
bill is accordingly under way and 
will be taken up and considered by 
the cabinet. It is expected that the 
bill, as finally aproved, will be intro- 
duced in the house next week, either 
by Sir Wilfrid Laurier or by Hon. 
Frank Oliver. 

The bill will repeal the Grain Act of 
1911, and will revise, amend ahd 
codify all’ existing legislation on the 
subject of grain. Under its terms a 
commission will be appointed with 
wide powers to regulate the handling 
of grain. Severe penalties will be pro- 
vided for the mixing of grain and 
for all other malfeasance at terminal 


grain elevators, and the act will be | 


so worded that the president and 
general officers of any terminal eleva- 
tor company will be criminally liable 
for any mixing of grain, even though 
it_ may be impossible to prove person- 
al connivance on their part. 

An officer of the department said in 
this connection. “The next time any 
mixing of grain occurs there will be 
no book-keener punished, but the 
president of the company will go to 
the penitentiary.” 

It is understood that the penalty 
imposed will be a fine of $5,000 and 
five years’ imprisonment with hard 
labor, Finally the governor-in-council 
will be empowered at any time upon 


|the recommendation of the commis- 


sion to expropriate any or all term- 
inal grain elevators and to operate 
them as public utilities.

This week’s lesson is much more at. 
tractive than that of last week, inas 
much as we are now introduced to an 
other good king of Judah, Jehoshaphat 
by name, who succeeded his fathe' 
Asa and reigned twenty-five years 
Last week it was chiefly the devil andl 
his wickedness; now it is chiefly Je. 
‘hovah and His ways. We say “chief. 
ly” because there were some things i 
the life of Jehoshaphat which were 
not ordered by the Lord, though. tygy] 
were doubtless overruled by Him 
good. I refer to his joining affini 
with Ahab and With Ahaziah, kings| 
of Israel, who both did very wickedly 
(xviii, 1; xx, 35). God_wants a people| 
wholly set apart for Himself and in 
no way entangled by or mixed up with 
unbelievers, Our _ instructions are 
plainly written in II Cor, vi, 14-18, 
the only passage in the New Testa- 
ment outside, of Revelation where we 
find the name “Almighty,” the signifi- 
cance of which we will not know in 
our experience unless we are wholly 
separated unto Him. 


Many beautiful things are said of 
Jehoshaphat in our lesson, such as 
“The Lord was with him; he sought to 
the Lord’ God of his father; his heart 
was lifted up in the ways of the 
Lord ;” also some grand things that he 
said are found in the record of him, 
such as ‘Believe in the Lord your 
God, so shall ye be established; be- 
lieve His prophets, so shall ye pros- 
er’’ (xx, 20); also his charge to the 
evites and priests in chapter xix, 
an and his prayer in chapter xx, 


It was most commendable that he 
should send throughout all the cities 
of Judah those who would teach out 
of the book of the law of the Lord 
(verse 9). So we read that the Lord 
established the kingdom in his hand, 
and not only all Judah, but also the 
Philistines and the Arabians, brought 
him presents, and he had riches and 
honor in abundance and waxed great 
exceedingly (verses 6, 10-12), a ful- 
fillment of the words, ‘Them that 
honor me I will honor’’ (I Sam. ii, 30). 

It would have been a better record 
if it could have been written that this 
good king never in any way turned 
aside from doing right in the sight ¢ 
the Lord, but only one ever lived or 
earth who knew no sin and did no 
sin. Ever since Adam sinned every 
mere man has proved himself to be a 
sinner. How wonderful it is and what 
glorious good news that He who never 
sinned, having been made sin for us, 
offers to blot out all our sins and put 
His rightequsness to our account be- 
fore God (II Cor. v, 21). 

When Jehoshphat went with Ahab 
to battle and almost lost his life there- 
by, when he in his extremity cried 
jout., the Lord helped him;-ant® Qp*- 
moved them to depart from him 
(xviii, 29-31). It is only as the Lord, 
or Jehovah, who by grace becomes our 
righteousness, that God, or Elohim, the 
Creator, can do anything for such as 
we are. It was after Jehoshaphat had 
been rebuked for his sin in the matter 
of Ahab with the memorable and far- 
reaching words, ‘“Shouldst thou help 
jthe ungodly and love them that hate 
the Lord,” that he said to thei fodnes 
whom he appointed, “Take heed what 
ye do, for ye tudes not for man, but 
for the Lord” (chapter xix, 2, 6, 7). 
When we sce in our day those who 
proites to honor Jesus as God joining 
hands in so called good works with 
those who deny that Jesus is God it 
looks very much like a union of Christ 
and antichrist, an impossibility, and 
therefore all who unite in any way 
with the enemies of Christ are for the 
time being denying Him. 

The record of Jehoshaphat’s victory 
over the people of Ammon, Moab an 
Mount Sir in chapter xx is in many 
respects The most remarkable part of 
his story. His confession of utter 
helplessness and lack of wisdom, with 
his reliance upon God, as set forth in 
his prayer. (verses 6-12), is very beau- 
tiful, The answer to his prayer 
through Jahaziel (verses 14-17) was 
most encouraging with its repeated 
“Be not afraid nor dismayed,” and its 
other words, so like those through 
Moses, when the Egyptians pursued 
Israel. Compare ‘Ex. xiv, 13, 14, “If 
we are true children of Ged the bat- 
tle is always His, and it is ours to 
stand still and see the salvation of 
the Lord.” On this occasion the peo- 
ne went forth singing and praising 
he Lord, and not only were the ene- 
mies smitten, but they began to de- 
stroy themselves. It is always safe 
to believe God and to praise God, to 
bless the Lord at all times, 

So God gave Jehoshaphat rest 
round about, and his realm was quiet, 
and all the kingdoms feared God when 
they saw how He fought for Israel 
(xx, 29, 30). If we were to the Lord 
what He would like us to be He would 
fill us with His rest and peace and 
joy, and something of the life of Jesus 
would be manifest in us to His glory. 
In Jehoshaphat’s prayer Abraham is 
mentioned as the friend of God, and 
only in two other places is he thus 
mentioned, in Isa, xli, 8; Jas, ii, 23. 
{But in i000 xv, 14, Jesus said, “Ye- 
are my friends if ye do whatsoever I 
command you.”

Lonely Outposts In Frozen Areas Will! 


Get Their Letters Late For Xmas. 


Receiving Christmas mail in April is 
the joy in store for whalers who are 
wintering in the neighborhood cf 
Herschel Island. Early last month a

Corn and Grape Juice. 


Nearly all the great men of Greece 
and Rome _ were heavy drinkers, 
Alexander the Great when he sighed 
because there were no more worlds 
to conquer was recovering from a de. 
bauch of two weeks’ duration. 
drank so hard as to have delirium 
tremens and this excess killed him 
at the early age of 32. It took him 
two days and two nights to get over 
a royal banquet. 

Julius Caesar liked his wine almost 
as much as fighting. While drunk he 
gave Eutychus, his charioteer, a tip 
amounting to $80,000, the greatest 
gratuity on record. 

Philip of Macedon was a drunkard. 
He always left the banquet table 
staggering. 

Nero was in the habit of sitting 
down at noon and eating and drink. 
ing until midnight, and usually had 
to be carried to bed from wine drink. 
ing. 

Tiberius was a drunkard. After 
becoming emperor of Rome he was 
intoxicated so often that his army 
nicknamed him Biberius, meaning 
“tippler.”” 

Sardanapolis, last king of the As- 
syrians, would not only get drunk 
but would make the 100 or more of 
the female beauties of his court get 
as full as he did. The royal spree 
was a great sight with women lying 
on the floor in various stages of in- 
toxication. 

The excesses of the 
dually affected Greece. The Romans 
imitated the Greeks, and carried 
over-indulgence to an extreme never 
equalled. Gluttony and _ intemper. 
ance reigned, and huge fortunes were 
spent in single repasts. Of the many 
feasts given by Vitellius not one cost 
less than $1,500 and his re'gn was 
almost a continuous debauch. Com- 
modus was a notorious drunkard, and 
Septimus Severus was not much bet 
ter. 

When Heliogabalus ascended the 
throne he had a man whose special 
tusk was to record the orgies. Forty 
courses a day were served at his 
feasts, each one of which cost not less 
than $10,000. He gave fortunes to 
inventors of new drinks. 

Apicius spent $3,000,000 on rare 
wines and dishes. He went over his 
books one day and found that he had 
but $300,000 left. Rather than live on 
such a pitiance he stepped out into 
the backyard and killed himself. 

Many of the famous drunkards 
drank $500,000 worth of wine at a 
single meal. At a luncheon given 
to Cicero and Pompey by Lucullus 
$5,000 worth of wine was consumed 
by the three.

He was very earnest, 
very sincere and very skilled, and 
when he handed a case to his partner, 
it was like giving a gunner an arm- 
ful of ammunition all ready prepared 
for use against the enemy.

NIGHTINGALE COLONY. 


Canadian Pacific Railway's Big Re- 
serve for British Settlers Only. 


Five thcusand Canadians | have 
crossed the Atlantic to spend Christ- 
mas in Great Britain. Among these 
is Mr J. 8. Dennis, of Calgary. Al- 
berta, a Canadian by birth, but of 
Trish extraction, who occupies a _re- 
markable position in Westérn Can- 
ada, since he is in charge of an 
estate almost as large as Wales. This 
estate is in the provinces of Alberta 
and British Columbia. and ia owned 
by the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
which, in addition to being a-tailway, 
is also the largest landowner in the 
British Empire. 

In one of the corners of Mr. Den- 
nis’s estate is a block of land, three 
million acres in size, on which an 
irrigation system is being constructed 
containing three thousand miles of 
canals. A new town comes into exist. 
ence on this estate every third day. 
But what interests Mr. Dennis most 
of all at present is the ready-made 
farm scheme, which Sir Thomas 
Shaughnessy, the president of the 
railway, has inaugurated for the 
benefit of British settlers in Western 
Canada. Until this scheme was in- 
troduced the settler on the western 

rairies had to live in a tent and suf- 
ler many inconveniences till 
house was built. 

Quite half of his first year was 
wasted in preparing his farm for oc- 
cupation. But now the railway is 
reparing ready made farms, with 
Bouse and barn built, with the fences 


made, the well dug, and the ground 
teady broken up and seeded; Two 
parties of settlers under this scheme 
will leave for Canada next March, 
and others will follow later. Mr. 
Dennis will make the final selection 
of the applicants for these farms, and 
will make arrangements for a very 
much larger number in the following 
year. 

The Canadian Pacific Railway is 
spending $5,000,000 upon this scheme 
to start with. and if it proves success. 
ful. will spend many millions more; 
It is reserved at present for British 
settlers only, and these settlera must 
be married men with a capital of 
$1,000 upwards. The farms are paid 


for in ten yearly instolments, and if |

OPPORTUNITIES FOR WOMEN. 


Conditions of Employment and Liv- 
Ing In B. C. Province. 


“Undoubtedly there are excellent 
opportunities for the right type of 
female immigrant in Br'tish Colum- 
bia, but we have known of many dis- 
appointments owing to the ignorance 
of new arrivals as to the different 
conditions which prevail in the pro- 


| vince, as compared with other parts 


of Cannda, particularly in regard to 
domestic service.” This statement 
was made during an interview which 
a representative of Canada had with 
Mrs, Pemberton, of Victoria, and the 
Rev. Canon Beanlands, who was for 
80 Ma@ny years a nrominent resident 
of the Pacific province. 

It was pointed out that, while the 
Chinaman is extensively employed in 
domestic service in British Columbia, 
the native-born Canadian girl almost 
invariably seeks work in an office, a 
store, or a school. being able to pick 
and choose an occupation which, be- 
cause it would give her the greatest 
amount of leisure time in the even:

made to realize that a Canadian-mado 
article—one with a name to which 
they were not accuztomed—could per. 
form the work. Occasionally, also, 
there is disannointment in the matter 
of wages, though as much as $15 a 
month may be nnaid to even the 
“raw” girl who really shows anxiety 
to learn and willingness to work. 
The opportunities for such a girl to 
rise and, frequently, to settle in a 
good home of her own, are, it was 
specially emnhos'ved, much greater 
than in the older land. 

In discussing the necessary expen- 
diture as comnared with earnings, as 
to which so much difference of opin- 
jon has been exnressed, it was stated 
that in British Co'imbia, without 
doubt, clothing is about 50 per cent. 
more cots and the 
dresses by local dressmakers is prob- 
ably twice as dear ns in England. Cot- 
ton goods and underwear are, how- 
ever, not any more expensive, but 
sometimes cheaner, than “at home.” 
“The general im=ression,”’ sail Canon 
Beanlands ‘“‘is, I think, strongly in 
favor of the hither wages as balanced 
against the higher price of commodi- 
ties; there is a larger margin for sav- 
ing or spending.”

These items are 
supplied regularly to nearly 1,000 pa- 
pers, and in this way a vast amount 
af free advertising, which is also of 
‘ducational value is secured, but not 
without compensation to the publish- 
er,'as care is taken to have these news 
items of real value and ‘interest.
